Contrary also to the assertion of M. Vel: 
peau, a death has actually occurred in the 
New York Hospital, from the administra- 
tion of chloroform, and although such an 
/ occurrence has not taken place in the Phila- 
-delphia (Pennsylvania) Hospital, _ the 
‘ weight of this circumstance is considerably 
diminished by the fact, that anaesthetic 
agents have never heen used in a single 
surgical operation in that Institution.
